REFERENCE s Memorandum Tor RDAB from ACRD; Subject: "Field
, Marking pment (RDP-60), Beacon, Field Marking,
Iafrared (RDP-60A), NMight Lending System, Wire-
violet (RDP-60B) - Progress Report and Request
for Requirements; Dated 5 May 1952,

1. The infrared field marking beacon and associated equip-
ment appear to be adequate for marking a drop zeme fer aircraft.
However, a system not requiring the use of metascopes in the plame
might prove more practical. Withia the limitations to seewrity
imposed by the moise of alrcrafti eiigines, the use of elements of
the ultraviolet aight landing system might be more advantageous.
In view of the above security considerations, the limited addi-
tional light withim the visual spectrum of the ultraviolet system
would appear inconsequential while operating oonditions for the -
créw of the aireraft would be much improvéed. The infrared beaconms
might best be developed for mavigation, homing, or recegnition
uses vhile for aircraft control at the drop or lamding site an
ultraviolet system seems most practical.

2, The infrared beacon would not be limited to use with
aircraft as the ultraviolet system appears to bs, but should preve
valuable in ship te shore and ship te ship operations.

3, Use of elements of eithér the imfrared or ultraviolet
systems i3 expscted to be extremely limited in the ocold war peried.
Estimated requirements, subject to quarterly revision, for cache-
ing, stockpiling er opeiational iuse during the celd war have been
given in detail to lLegistics Division. Since a good portion ef
NEA Division's supply and resupply activities are expected to be
handled by air drop im wartime, the development of d marking
equipment should be continued; NEA Divigion des priority of
two (2) for this project.
